On Monday night G ettysburg was 
I forced to cope w ith a condition which 
she has 
not faced for many years, 
the town bein* crowded w ith visitors 
far beyond its capacity 
and having 
to use all sorts of m eans to accommo­ 
date the crowds of veterans and others 
who tilled the town. 


Early in the day it was seen that 
the town would scarcely 
be able to 
handle the people and a request was 
sent to college that the students turn 
over their moms. 
This they w illing 
ly consented to do and spent the night 
sleeping on floors, in their fraternity 
houses or wherever 
they 
could finu 
room while the veterans occupied their 
com fortable beds. 


A request, sent to 
the 
arsenal at 
H arrisburg for cots and mattresses, was 
granted and a carload of the m aterial 
was hurried here w ith the result that 
m ary more were given accommodations 
the beds being made in unused rooms 
and wherever space could be obtained. 
The 
G ettysburg 
Young 
M ens 
C hristian Association converted their 
rooms into temporary Iud* in ■ quarters 
and twenty five found theiier there. 
At the last moment when the real 
condition was learned 
people opened 
their dw ellings to the strangers aud 
the m ajority of them were soon accum- 
mod*ted but 
many 
wandered about 


t iwd u ntil a late bour unable to find 
h sleeping plat e for the night 


The entertainm ent com m ittee did 
all in their power to relieve condition- 
aud placed many people w ho bad ne 
glee ted to re se n d to 
the suggestion 
that they com m unicate w ith them re 
yarding rooms. 
Some of the visitors 
went to nearby towns 
to 
spend the 
t ight, 
intending 
to 
return 
in the 
n orning. 


There was no trouble 
whatever to 
secure meals, refreshm ent places being 
or. t i l sides for the accommodation of 
th-? veterans.

FROM INJURIES 


Mas Attack cf 
Vertigo 
and Falls 


Drown Steps st Batt1efieid|Nstel, 


Death Resulting Several 
Hours 


Later in Ycrk Hospital. 


M. C. M cConnell, a 
veteran who 
fought at G ettysburg and 
who came 
h ereto w itness the dedication of the 
Pennsylvania mem orial, died a t seven 
o’clock Monday evening in the 
York 
hospital from injuriea received in the 
morning when he {ell down a Hight of 
stairs s t the Battlefield Hotel on Bal­ 
timore street. 


Mr. McConnell was H anding a t the 
top of the rear steps of the hotel lead­ 
ing into the yard when be wa* seized 
with an attack of 
vertigo. 
H e fell 
liackward landing heavily and su stain ­ 
ing a fractured sk u ll. 
H is comrades 
rushed to him and c arried 
bim into 
the hotel, Dr. Ila!hey fating summoned 
at once 


He gave prelim inary treatm ent and 
ordered the veteran removed to the 
York hospital a* it was seen that his 
condition was very serum s. 
The 
in ­ 
jured man was accom panied to York 
by Captain 84*ott of his regim ent. 
He 
lingered 
until evening w hen death 
came. 


Mr. McConnell was a m ew tier of the 
Tenth 
Pennsylvania 
Reserve*. 
He 
was chief engineer 
in 
th* Federal 
Building at Pittsburg^and is survived 
by one daughter.

Illinois Representative Swear* Brown* 


Offered Him $1000 to Vote For Lori* 


mer For United States Senator. 


Chicago, Sept. 27.—State Represen­ 
tative Charles C. White, of O'Fallon. 
111., was the first witness to take the 
stand in the investigation 
into the 
election of United States Senator Wil­ 
liam Loriruer by the senatorial sub­ 
committee on privileges and elections. 
Six of the seven members of the 
committee were present when his ex­ 
amination by Mr. Austrian, an attor 
nev representing the Chicago Tribune. 
began. It was the Tribune which had 
caused the investigation by printing 
White’s revelations of bribery. 
The ‘‘jack pot" bobbed up early in 
the case and caused the first clash of 
the attorneys. 
Senator Lorimor was on hand with 
his attorney, Elbridge Hanecy. 
P. ll. 
O'Donnell, who represented Browne in 
the latter’g two trials on charges of 
bribery, sat beside Mr. Hanecy. 
After an executive session the hear­ 
ing opened and 
Chairman Burrows 
was informed that counsel had not 
agreed on submission of the legisla­ 
tu re s voting record in lieu of sum­ 
moning the house clerk, but would do 
so shortly. 


W a* to Get $1000 For Vote. 
White, on direct examination by Mr. 
Austrian declared he had been asked 
by the minority leader, Browne, to 
vote for Lorimer, and that Brown© 
told him he would receive $1000 for 
his vote The testimony was the same 
as has been given by White in the two 
trials of Browne. 
The first severe clash of the hear­ 
ing tam e when Mr. Austrian asked 
what monev was promised White. The 
representative replied: 
"I asked Browne how much I would 
get ‘from other sources,’ and he r©^ 
plied, ‘Oh, about as much more.’ ” 
Senator Lorimer's attorney qbjected 
to this answer, arguing that the 'other 
sources’ were entirely outside of the 
case. 
"This brings up." he said. “what has 
been referred to as the jack pot.* By 
the 
words 
of 
the 
witness—'other 
sources'—it is shown that it ha* no 
connection with the election of Bena 
tor Lorimer ” 
To which Mr Austrian replied: "We 
contend that this line of testimony is 
relevant because we will show that 
the Democratic state senators and rep­ 
resentatives who 
voted for Senator 
Lorimer voted for him as a part of a 
system in which their votes on other 
measures and their vote for Senator 
Lorimer were corelated We are trying 
to show there was a general state of 
corruption in 
that 
legislature, and 
that men were there trying to bribe 
others." 
Th** committee retired into executive 
session to consider admissability of 
this line of evidence. 


Committee Question* Witness. 
The issue between the attorneys wa* 
clear cut. Mr Austrian insisting that 
the "jack 
pot” testimony was ma 
terlal aud admissable and Mr Hanecy 
as vigorously arguing against this ad 
mission 
The committee considered the ad­ 
missability of the "Jack pot" testi­ 
mony for some time in executive ses­ 
sion. and upon returning to the hear­ 
ing room questioned the witness con 
cerning his understanding of the prom­ 
ise of money from other sources. 
White said he bad heard rumors of 
what was known as a “jack pot" which 
was to be divided among legislators 
for "strangling or passing bills." White 
said: "I considered it all a part of the 
agreement—the Ilium and my share of 
the jack pot.’* 
Senator (lambie asked: “Was the 
money from other sm ile s part of your 
promise to vote for Senator Dortmer 
or did it have an influence ou your 
vote?" 
"I think it hat! an influence,” re 
piled White. 
"Would you have voted for Senator 
Lorimer for that $1000?" asked Chair 
man Burrows. 
"Yes, I think J would have." replied 
White, after some hesitation 
Senator Heyburn then 
asked 
the 
witness 
"Tins < it venation you have 
related (lid not in*-en to you that you 
would get any more than the $lo00 for 
voting for Senator Lorimer?" 
"No, I did not think ho," was the 
answer. 
After a w hispered conference with 
his colleagues, Chairman Burrows an 
flounced 
that the committee would 
give its ruling on the formal motion 
of Mr. Hanecy, to exclude all testl 
mony relatin g to the "Jack pot ”
